This plain 
Confeſſion of his Roguery was not enough to ſatisſie 
the Grand Signor, who therefore told him, that ſince 
he had given publick Scandal;to the Profeſſors of the 
Mabometan Religion, and done a high Diſhonour to 
his Sovereign Authority, his Treaſon was not to be 
expiated, but by his Converſion to the Mabometan 
Faith, or to be impal'd at the Seraplio Gate. Sebatai 
was reſolv'd not to be a Martyr to his own Invention, 
readily declar'd that he had long defir'd to be of ſo 
Zlorious a Profeſſion, and that he eſteem'd himſelf. 
much honour'd, that he had the Opportunity to own 
it firſt in the Preſence of the Grand Signor. So ended 
all the Bluſter and Noiſe of this vain Impoſtor. And 
yet ſo ſtrange and obſtinate is the Temper of Ex- 
thuſiaſm, that after it was known all over Turkey, 
that he was turned Mabometan to their utmoſt Shame 
and Confuſion, yet a Party among them aroſe, who 
aſſerted that Sabatai was not turn'd Turk, but that
